Amend the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1887, in regard to a.d. lass. 
Leaseholders. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. Section one of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1887, shall 
notwithstanding anything therein contained apply to leases expiring 
within nine hundred and- ninety-nine years after the passing of the 
Land Law, Ireland, Act, 1881, and the said section shall be read 
and construed as if the words “ nine hundred and ninety-nine 
“ years ” were substituted for the words “ Dinety-nine years ” in 
the said section.
